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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-10, and 17, drawn to a process of coupling a peptide and atleast one 
compound A, wherein the said coupling produces a hydrazide link between the peptide 
and compound A 

Group II, claim(s) 11-15, drawn to a modified peptide and vaccine thereof, comprising a 
peptide, hydrazide link and at least one compound A. 

Group III, claim(s) 16, 19-20 drawn to a method of targeting a modified peptide to a host 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the shared technical 
feature (a modified peptide comprising a peptide, hydrazide link and atleast one 
compound A) is rendered obvious by Melnyk et al (J. Peptide Res. (1998) 52:180-184). 
Melnyk et al disclose a hydrazinopeptide obtained upon the amination of the epsilon 
amino group of Lys to yield an N-alkyl hydrazine functionality, which is elaborated to an 
N-hydrazido peptide conjugated to a lipid molecule. 
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3. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species are as follows: 

Species of compound A recited in claims 8-10 and other combinations of 
compound A with reactive functionalities. 

4. The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the shared technical 
feature (a modified peptide comprising a peptide, hydrazide link and atleast one 
compound A) is rendered obvious by Melnyk et al (J. Peptide Res. (1998) 52:180-184). 

5. Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single inventive Group l-lll, 
and elect a completely defined species encompassed by that Group. In Group l-lll, the 
species of compound A are independent or distinct because they are drawn to different 
classes of compounds and searching all the structures would impose a serious burden 
because the structures are not overlapping variants of each other. 

6. Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include (i) an

§ 821 .04(b). Additionally, in order to retain the right to rejoinder in accordance with the 
above policy, applicant is advised that the process claims should be amended during 
prosecution to require the limitations of the product claims. Failure to do so may result 
in a loss of the right to rejoinder.
